And it Is not nurely in the build- 
ings that the tronble of meeting 
present day conditions Is found. The 
teaching staff is short of the number 
necessary for proper work. "Be- 
cause funds were lacking the teach- 
ing corps was found to he short 800 
elementary teachers, 160 special 
teachers and high school teachers.

Agitation over the murder of ILeo 
Frank does not come to an end even 
In Georgia, though sensitive citizens 
Ot that iStote who do not like to hear 
tc talked of have advised thait dis- 
cussion of the affair be etopped. 
The lateet utterance on the 'subject 
is a three-page artlcle.tn the AUaaU 
Chronicle, signed by the edttor and 
publisher of that paper, Thomas "W. 
Loylees, In which he at'tacks Tom 
Watson, t'he noisy, notorious Georgia 
agitator, and charges him with the 
chief responsibility for the Frank 
lynching and consequent disgrace to 
the State; his campaign against 
Frank and his persistent attacks on 
former <!ov. Slaton having incited 
to insurrection, riot and murder, 
wit'h the former CJovernor as the 
next possible victim. 

He declares that Watson's mo- 
tives were to Increase the circulation 
of his paper, he having exhausted 
hie ammunition against Catholicism 
and foreign missions, and to wreak 
vengeance on Gov. Slaton because 
the later had refused to do for a 
friend of his exactly what he did 
later for Frank — commute his sen- 
tece of de.ath for murder — 'but had 
permitted him to hang, no doubt o' 
the man's guilt existing. 

Mr. Loyless reviews the Frank 
case, siiiowing that Watson had mis- 
representeii facts and helped to 
create sentiment again.<)t the accused 
man and <that he made false charges 
against Slaton, among them that he 
waa a partner of Frank's attorneys 
and was therefore under pay. This 
charge was not made until after 
Watson had tried to bribe Slaton to 
let Frank hang by offering to throw 
his political influence In behalf of 
the flovemor as the next TTnlted 
states Senator from the Si: ate. The 
editor pays high tribute to Mr. 
Slaton as one of the most honeek 
and scrupulous and, as events have 
proved, ons of the moat courageous 
of men. 

After citing a number of instances 
of ex-Gov. Slaton's uprightness and 
honesty and his service to the 
State, Mr. Loyless says: "About a 
wi ek before Slaton rendered hla 
decision in the Frank case, and 
while the hearing of itiie petUAon to 
commote waa still In progress, Tom 
Watson sent Gov. Slaton word 
throui^ a mutual friend that If the 
Governor would let Leo Frank 
hang, he (Watson) would be 
Slaton's 'friend for life' and that It 
would result 'In Slaton becoming 
United States Senator' next time, 
and the master of Georgia politics 
for twenty years to come. Of 
course Slaton spurned the sugges- 
tion as promptly as he would have 
spurned an offer for money — for It 
meant that he should sacrifice ft

Is Europe tiring oif tbe terrible 
war? There is little doubt that there 
is a strong peace party in England, 
the True Volee asserts, and the labor 
unions there threaten civil war if 
there is an attempt at conscription. 
We hesitate to say what might be 
the result in Ireland were conscrip- 
tion to be otanded to that eonntry. 
We know little about condftlona in 
France, and less about Germany and 
Austria. The retreat of the Russians 
has probably inspired new enthusi- 
aam in these countries; bnt the 
strain of fourteen months' war must 
be telling ever there 

Still there are no Bipns of an early 
peace. The great loan that is now 
belns n^fottatad In this country and 
the Immense war budget voted b|' 
Parliament show that England is de- 
termined to fight on. The same Is 
true of Prance, though no progress 
has been made during the past year 
toward driving the German Invadem 
from French soil. There can be lit- 
tle doubt that Germany and Austria 
would now be willing to consent to 
peace negotiations. They have 
gained the military advantage so far, 
and they could exact satisfactory 
terras In any ])eaee parley. 

But the Allies are unwilling to lis- 
ten to peace talk at the present 
time. They have staked eevrything 
on ultimate victory and they are pre- 
paring to carry on Ihe war for an- 
other year at any rate. Their hope 
is that Germany and Austria can not 
stand the terrible strain aa long aa 
they can. In this they may be dis- 
appointed, but It Is no-v their only 
hope. They can scarcely expect to 
wear out their enemies within a few 
months. For that reason they are 
preparing for a long eontlnnatlon of 
hostlUt'es. It now begins to appear 
that the war will last as many years 
aa it was IBnt thought it would last 
months. And all Bvrope will be a 
sorry wTeok whdik It la ovar.

In a recent issue of the World's 
I..abor Laws. a pamphlet is.'iued 
quarterly by the Uritish Association 
for Labor Legislation, there Is a 
vigorous protest against the Idea, 
now gaining great headway in Eng- 
land, that the longer the hours 
worked the greater the output. "The 
question how lo i)ro(luce the greatest 
possible output from factories and 
mills of various kinds is now of 
stupendous tmportaiue. " writes Miss 
Sanger, Secretary of the association. 
"In tbe minds of most people it 
seems there still prevails the an- 
tiquated doctrine that output In- 
craaaea with the number of hours 
worked. We read fenrent proteata 
agalaat the unwIUingnesa of working 
men and women to diapense with 
their weeky day of rest or to work 
like galley slaves all hours of the 
day and night. It never seems to oc- 
cur to the writers of these lamenta- 
tions that the working men and 
women concerned may in realltv 
have been too willing to work ex- 
cessive hours. By submitting gladly 
to abnormal hours of strain they may 
have been treating themselves as 
unscientifically as ever the worst 
employer treats his 'hands.' For the 
purpose of large output there Is 
nothing more unscientific than 
'working till yo\i drop.' A clever 
employer will get far more result 
by appropriate alternations of con- 
centrated work and adequate rest." 

IRISH TR$X>PS HLIGHTED. 



In the editorial columns of the 
Irish Independent to band there ap- 
pears a glowing tribute to the Irish 
heroes who hare fallOB la Bagland's 
aght for eommerelal anpremacy, 
while in London notes Is paraded the 
fact that once again the Irish troops 
at the front have been treated in 
the shabbiest manner by the War 
OfDce. Tbe stateemnt Is made by 
the Daily Chronicle^ and Is not de- 
nied In or from any quarter that on 
Its arrival In Gallliioli the Tenth 
Irish Division was broken up and 
all hut three battalions dispersed 
among other Rritish troops. Even 
the Daily Chronicle is evidently 
ashamed of the insulting tactics of 
the stupid and anti-Irish War Of- 
fice. "We would ask." it says, 
"whether it is conceivable that, say 
a Canadian, an .\ustralian or a New 
Zealand division should have been 
handled I nthls way. and how long 
It will be before the military authori- 
ties are made to realize, as ihi>y 
should be, that the lora i i : ' i- 
tional feeling of Ireland is as much 
worth treating conalderately as that 
of the Dominions." 

Nor la thia all which the War 
Ofllee baa to ita dlacredlt, ao far as 
Ireland la concerned. AU the dis- 
patches issued by It scrupulously 
Ignore the gallantry of the Irish 
troops, notwithstanding the fact that 
they, almost alone, do nearly all 
the fighting at tbe Dardanelles. All 
these Instances o' systematic slights 
and of open violation of the War 
Offlce pledge to Redmond that the 
Irish would he kept together as 
military units, should tfanulate re- 
cruiting In Ireland.
